Carmel, N. Y., Nov. 30.—An accident, 
resulting in the loss of thirteen or four­ 
teen lives, occurred at the Tilly Fos­ 
ter mines a little after 3 o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
Foreman Patrick 
was descending into the pit to take the 
time of two gangs of laborers, number­ 
ing about thirty-five men, who were 
working at th© bottom, when a vast 
weight of earth and rock slid with the 
force of an avalanche from the mouth 
of the pit to the bottom, a distance of 
three hundred feet. The earth crashed 
over the men with tremendous force. 
Out of one gang of eleven, only five 
came out alive, an I three of the men 
employed in another gang were taken 
out dead. 
Among those known to be 
dead are: 
MICHAEL GANNON, foreman. 
PATRICK H. MURTHA, foreman. 
JOHN FAGAN, boarding-house keep­ 
er. 
THOMAS DENNIS. 
JAMES SMITH. 
AN AUSTRIAN, name unknown. 
NO. 234. 
An Austrian, known as No. 394, re­ 
ceived a fracture of the skull, and will 
probably die. 
The names of the others killed are 
at present unknown. 
Several of the 
workmen were seriously injured. 
The cave-in caused the greatest ex­ 
citement, but as soon as possible gangs 
of men were set to work to remove the 
bodies of those known to be under the 
masses 
of 
earth. 
Superintendent 
Tompkins and Foreman Lynch took 
charge of the work, and up to 5 o’clock 
five dead bodies had been brought up 
to the surface. Murtha was taken out 
alive, but he died five minutes after he 
was taken home. Darkness prevented 
the continuing of the work of rescue. 
It is thought that all the others in the 
pit are Italians and Austrians. There 
was some 
difficulty 
experienced 
in 
identifying several of the bodies owing 
to the terrible disfigurement they had 
undergone. 
All of the bodies were horribly man­ 
gled, the sharp edges of the rock and 
iron tearing through their clothing and 
peeling the flesh from their faces and 
bodies. 
One by one the bodies were 
brought out and carried to the carpen­ 
ter shop, where an awe-stricken crowd 
ef people looked upon the remains and 
uttered exclamations of woe when the 
identity of the victim was made known. 
Some 
of 
those 
assembled 
sought 
anxiously after a friend or relative sup­ 
posed te be in the ruins of the pit. 
Many accidents have occurred at the 
Tilly Foster mine, but none has been 
attended by so great a loss of life as 
this. 
William Ospell and four companions 
succeeded in getting away by running. 
Five Italians also got out alive. One 
of the Italians who went down on the 
cable car for the purpose of rendering 
assistance was killed by a second fall 
of rock. Despite the dangers, Patrick 
H. Kelley and J. McGinn descended the 
mine in the car. They succeeded in or­ 
ganizing the frightened men who had 
not been killed outright, secured tools 
and commenced to remove the bodies. 
The bodies believed to be in the pit 
are those of James Fox Bachelor, better 
known as James Smith; James Clark, a 
stranger, who began work on Nov. 13, 
and four Italians, Nos. 13, 56, 331, and 
234. 
The accident is supposed to have been 
caused principally by the heavy rains 
which opened crevices in many places. 
The mine is owned by the Lackawanna 
Iron and Coal Company of New York 
and Scranton, Pa. Clinton Stephens is 
the contractor in charge and the men 
killed and injured were in his employ.

Canadian Knights of Labor Said 
Dissatisfied. 
Toronto, Ont., Nov. 30.—Considerable 
excitement was caused In labor circles 
here by a report from Montreal that 
the Knights of Labor there had decided 
to secede from the general assembly 
and form a purely Canadian 
order. 
This action on the part of the Quebec 
knights was unexpected, the complaints 
against the general assembly having 
all come from Ontario labor men. It 
is now a foregone conclusion that the 
Ontario knights will also secede from 
the general assembly, in which event 
they will join Quebec and form a Cana­ 
dian 
order. 
The 
chief 
complaint 
against tho general assembly has been 
the manner in which the officers were 
elected, many claiming that several ap­ 
pointm ents were illegally made. There 
are about 5,600 Knights of Labor 
in 
Canada. 


Postoffice Robbers Foiled. 
St. Joseph, Mo., Nov. 30.—Three men 
who were heavily armed and who had 
planned to rob the postoffice at Anna, 
railroad station south of the city, 
were arrested by the police last night. 
They were E. D. Ware, W alter Van 
Loon, and Charles Simon. 
The men 
confessed that they had planned to rob 
the postoffice, knowing there was a con­ 
siderable sum of money there. Simon 
claims to have acted the part of a spy, 
and says he informed Deputy United 
States Marshal Smith of the plan. Smith 
and a constable were guarding the post­ 
office, and were to shoot Van Loon and 
Ware when the signal was given by 
Simon. 


inevitable, and it is yet too early In 
most branches of business to judge how 
far the future was anticipated in pur­ 
chases. Retail stocks are still reported 
full in nearly all branches, with delayed 
distribution in many on account of un­ 
favorable weather. The movement of 
crops is only fair, both cotton and 
wheat being largely kept hack in the 
hope of higher prices, and there is a 
prevalent feeling that foreign imports 
will fall off. 
“The woolen business makes scarcely 
any gain, although clay worsteds are 
largely sold at the advanced prices re­ 
cently made, and some dress goods and 
overcoatings at prices partly higher 
and partly lower. The sales of wool, 
which, to a large extent, represent spec­ 
ulation and supplies for the future, 
rather than present consumption, have 
been, at three chief markets during the 
past four weeks, 24,295,050 pounds, 
against 16,129,100 pounds last year, and 
27,371,821 ppunds in 1893, and 21,457,- 
600 pounds in the same week of 1892. 
“The iron marked is decidedly weaker 
again, and, while Bessemer pig has de­ 
clined to $12.85 at Pittsburg, and gray 
forge to $12.25, and plates at $1.60, at 
Philadelphia, so that the average of all 
quotations is about one-half of I per 
cent lower than last week, the markets 
are really much weaker than the quota­ 
tions, as concessions are generally giv­ 
en by manufacturers in order to do bus­ 
iness. 
The 
coke 
combination holds 
prices firmly, but it has been obliged 
to reduce its output to five days in the 
week, so that a decline of 10,380 tons for 
the week is recorded. Offerings of cop­ 
per are less urgent at l l cents for lake, 
but tin is weaker at $4.25, because of 
heavy supplies, while lead is a shade 
stronger at $3.67. 
“The Western receipts of wheat con­ 
tinue larger than last year, being for the 
week 4,505,201 bushels, against 3,565,404 
bushels a year ago, and for four weeks 
of November 29,992,512 bushels, against 
15,880.078 last year. As before, Atlantic 
exports are relatively small and for 
lour weeks have only been 8,267,106 
aushels, flour included, against 6,742,- 
495 bushels last»year. It is evident that 
with such movements higher prices can 
hardly be expected, nor can the ex­ 
change situation be favorably affected. 
During the 
past week 
failures have 
been 279 in the United States, against 
289 last year, and 47 in Canada, against 
36 last year.”

It was thought 
that he would make a fu *1 confession, so 
that the parties could be arrested, hut 
he weakened, claiming that there were 
two good friends of his in the job, 
whose names he could not give up.

BONDS ARE WORTHLESS. 


Decision of an Indiana Judge Will Prove 


Costly. 
Logansport, Ind., Nov. 30.—The cir­ 
cuit court of Pulaski county yesterday 
made a ruling which will have the ef­ 
fect to render worthless hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of bonds which 
have been floated by counties in this 
state during the last four years. 
By 
an act of the general assembly of 1891. 
it was provided that where it was nec­ 
essary to construct ditches which ex­ 
tended in two or more counties the 
commissioners of the different coun­ 
ties should meet in joint session for the 
purpose. This was a much needed law, 
and, acting upon 
it, many 
counties 
floated bonds for the construction of 
such ditches. 
The ditch upon which 
the decision was made was known as 
the “Hendee Ditch.” 
Bonds for its 
construction were floated by the county 
to the amount of $16,000, and bonds in 
other cases bring the aggregate up to 
nearly $100,000. By the ruling of the 
court the law is declared unconstitu­ 
tional and the county will 
have to 
cease collecting the assessments for the 
construction of the ditches. The loss 
will therefore fall upon the bondhold­ 
ers, most of whom are Eastern capital­ 
ists. The case will be taken to the su­ 
preme court.
